ADJUNCT OF STREET RAILWAY 


By the Associated Pres: 
CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—That the bus 


bas a place in light traffic, but that 
tt should be operated by electric 
rallway managements as an adjunct 


oe their regular service and not as 


@ competitive agency, was the report 
brought to the convention of the 
American Electric Railway Associa- 
tion here today, prepared by a com- 
mittee composed in part of bus own- 
ers of @ year ago. 

“Operated by electric railways, 


Duses will supply regular, responsible 
Service,” the report stated. “Mass 
transportation cannot be handled by 
buses as cheaply as it can by electric 
ears, but in cases of light traffic, the 
bus sometimes is more economical. 

“However, where traffic is so light 
that the higher cost per passenger of 
operating the bus is offset by the 
relatively high fixed charges per pas- 
genger with such light traffic which 
results from the electric railways’ in- 
vestrent in track, a field is created 
in which the railless vehicle can fur- 
mish service eatisfactory alike in op- 
eration and economy. The possibili- 
ty of utilizing the motor bus or track- 
less trolley therefore should be kept 
in mind by electric railway opera- 
tors.” 

The committee reported that the

MINERS’ CONVENTION ACTION 
APPROVED BY POLICY COMMITTEE 


Continuation of Present Wages, Six- 
Hour, Five-Day Week and Over- 
time Demands Are Indorsed. 

By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 5.—The 
Policy Committee of the United 
Mine Workers of America in ses- 
sion here yesterday reaffirmed the 
demands of the 1922 convention of 
the union at Indianapolis, demand- 
ine the continuation of the present 
waces in coal mines until 1925 and 
the six-hour day and 
five-day week, time and one-half 
overtime work and double time on 
Sundays and holidays. These de- 
mands will be presented to the next 
scale conference of miners and oper- 
ators previously to the expiration, 
March 31, of the Cleveland agree- 
ment signed here last August, which 
practically settled the soft coal 
strike and which is in force. 

The old schedule of demands 
never was presented to the opera- 
tors because the producers’ associa- 


‘tions in the old central competitive 
‘field—Ohio, Tlinoig, 


Indiana and 
Western Pennsylvania—refused to 
meet the union before the miners’ 
strike began April 1 last. 

Day laborers’ wages in bitum!fnous 
mines is $7.50 which has been the 
scale since the summer of 1920. 

The Policy Committee meeting 
following the final session of a joint 
conference of operators and miners 
meeting here since Monday to take 
preliminary steps toward wage ne- 
gotiations next January.

It is safe to say that in all that has been written 


throughout the world these last three years on the 


subject of reparations and debts, there has been noth-

Kenna. In six columns of news print he covered the 
length and breadth and depth of this most difficult 
subject as {t has never been covered before. 

His conclusions do not differ in any important re- 
spect from the inside opinion of informed men the 
world over. M. Poincare in private life would agree 
in principle, no less than Chaficellor Wirth or Secre- 
tary Mellon Mr. McKenna’s speech sums up the 
eonclusions to which practically everyone has come 
who is not tied in some form of political bunk. But 
he does not merely sum up. He explains the’reasons 
for his conclusions with a knowledge of fact and of 
principle which is quite extraordinary. 

His conclusions are these: 

First, that England can pay interest and sinking 
fund, because she still possesses foreign securities 
with which to pay.

Second, that the other debtor countries, including 
France and Italy, do not have foreign securities with 
which to their debts. They could pay only by

To make—If cornmeal muffins 
are to be especially light only use

Beat well and add melted butter. 
Bake in muffin tins from 25 to 30 
minutes. 


Mrs. Hammond's pie crust recipe 
was also obtained and is given be-| 
low: , 

One cup of shortening (butter and 
lard mixed). 

Two cups of flour. 

Three-fourths cup of ice water. 

‘How to make it—Chop the flour 
and the shortening, with a dash of 
salt, together on the mixing board.
